President^Martin ^uther|£ing, Jr. But those records disclose that there was 
no real investigation of gitner crime and that none was intended. Or, there 
was and is no probability of finding any smokin.., gun in that great volume of 
official records tiiat relate in any way to those 1 ^ton-h ■: 



IBi’s estimate oi the disclosed pages relating to the assassination 
of the President is that it was of a quarter of a million pages but after 
ohe initial disclosures I obtained a considerable volume of records tiiat has 
been withheld.
